In his peport: to Capt. Singleton, Pa- 
trolman O’Connor said Klausmeyer and 
Bdward Meinhardt, 23, of 39926 Vest ave- 
nue,..were running toward.him on Far- 
rar street near Palm street, saw him, 
then turned suddenly and ran into Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue. 

The patrolman said he called to them 
to halt and gave chase when they failed 
to do so: He declared that as he turned 
the corner into Natural Bridge. avenue 
he drew his revolver, then slipped on 
the icy pavement and the revolver was 
discharged, the bullet entering ' Klaus- 
meyer’s back. Klausmeyer was removed 
to the city hospital afd Meinhardt was 
arrested pending an investigation of the 
shooting. 

Meinhardt told the police that Klaus- 
meyer,. himself and four companions 
were singing in front of the saloon of 
Frank Zurmuehler, rene. and Bailey 
avenues, at l a. m., en they saw 
Patrolman Grogan approaching. Fear- 
ing arrest, they dispersed in several 
directions, he said.

Judge’ Dyer in Federal Court! 
Declines to Interfere Tempor- 
arily With the City. 


CITES STATE — DECISION 


Arguments Now Will Be Heard 
on Request for a Permanent 
Restraining Order. 


United States Judge Dyer Thursday 
denied the petition of the St. Louis 


Poster Advertising Co. for a temporary 
injunction to check the demolition of 
billboards by Building Commissioner 
McKelvey, in the enforcement of the 
city ordinance of 1905. 

He said that, to warrant the issuance 
of a temporary injunction, the company 
would have to show that the ordinance 
was unconstitutional. He also said that, 
in local matters, the State Supreme 
Court was the court of last resort, and 
that as it had passed on the billboard 
matter, the Federal. Court must accept 
its decree. 

wil Request Permanent Order. 

The company’s lawyers, Marion C. 
Barly and Matt G. Reynolds, asked 
that Judge Dyer set a time for hear- 
ing a motion for a permanent injunc- 
tion, just as would have been done 
had a temporary injunction been grant- 
ed. In the hearing on a permanent in- 
junction, it was stated, testimony will 
be introduced. In the temporary in- 
junction hearing, only lawyers’ argu- 
ments were made. 

Judge Dyer said he would hold such 
a hearing at such a time as the law- 
yers might agree on, and City Counselor 
Baird said he would favor an early 
hearing. The date for the hearing will 
be announced within a few days. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey was 
not in his office when, immediately 
after the decision, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter went there to. @sk him when 
the tearing down of ,.Wlegal billboards 
| would. be resumed. A Board at Twenty- 
third and’ Locust streets was torn down 
béfore. the inivinction suit was filed. 
McKelvey stopped this work on learn- 
ing of the suit, although no order of 
Court required him to stop. 

Juc¢e Cites State Decision, 

In the hearing on the temporary in- 
junction, Judge Dyer asked Attorney 
Eariy how the Federal Court could 
grant an injunction against the en- 
forcement of a law which the State Su- 
preme Court had held valid. Barly 
quoted authorities on this point. 

Early argued that the city had pro- 
ceeded improperly in tearing down the 
billboards, in as much as it is provided 
that when in the judgment of the Build- 
ing Commissioner he shall deem a board 
unsafe, or dangerous to the health or 
morals of the community, he shall pro- 
ceed to have it secured. He shall notify 
the company, and if it is not possible 
te secure it, then it shall be destroyeil, 

Early charged the Building Commis- 
sioner had resorted to a force of arms 
to destroy property, which was on pri- 
vate property and used for a reasonable 
purpose, as guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution. The city was represented by 
City Counselor Baird and Associate 
Counselor Young. 


Reviews Nine Years’ Fight. 
Baird, in his reply, reviewed the his- 


tory of the legal fight. He said after the 
passage of the ordinance in 196, the 
St. Louis Gunning System, of which the 
president of the Poster company was un 
officer, instituted suit in the Circuit 
Court to have the law declared invalid. 
The billboard company won the suit, 
but the Supreme Court reversed the 
lower court, pronouncing the law valid. 
Then the billboard company, Baird 
said, sued out @ writ of error, which 
acted as a supersedeas, and carried the 
matter to the United States Supreme 
Court. There they succeeded in evad- 
ing enforcement of the law for nine 
years, and finally withdrew the case, 
within 90 days of the expected decision.

Painter was then asked why no record 
of the names of persons who had asked 
for the pardon was filed by him with 
the Secretary of State and the Pardon 
Board, in view of the prevailing prac- 
tice of filling such records. He said he 
did not consider’ such procedure neces- 
sary.in Leonard’s case, since it was noi 
a parion from the penitentiary, but 
merely from the workhouse. 

Court Clerk Explains Delay. 

Henry Luecke, chief deputy clerk. of 
the Circuit Court, criminal division, was 
asked by a reporter why the issuance 
of the commitment was delayed from 
April to October.

N reply to your question asking

this republic concerning the proc- 
lamation of His Excellency, Presi- 
dent Wilson, in which he lifts’ the 
embargo on the sale of arms and 
munitions of war to Mexico, I may 
say that neither the Republic of 

Mexico nor I personally will make 

any comment whatever on President 

Wilson’s action. 

On the other hand, it affords me 
pleasure to reply definitely to your 
request that I give to your important 
publication a statement of actual 
conditions at the present time in this 
republic. This Government hag 160,- 
000 regular army troops under arms, 
trained Federal troops, and 39,000 en- 
listed men. With this total force of 
189,000 men the Government has 
opened the northern campaign. 

With the sole view of hastening the 
pacification of this country, this 
Government has today issued an or- 
der for the addition of 50,000 men to 
the present force of the army. The 
only object the Government will have 
in thus strengthening its military 
power will be to enforce its policy of 
restoring peace to Mexico in the 
shortest possible time.

Tax on Corporations. 
A large part of this increase will come 


through the fact that under the new In-’ 
'-ome law no exemptions are granted 
‘corporations. The law heretofore in 
force allowed all corporations to escape 
‘tax on the first $5000 of profits. Now 
| corporations will pay on all profits, 
j; and the gain for the district on the 9000 
‘taxable companies will be $450,000. In 
| addition to this a vast number of small- 
ler corporations, which heretofore es- 
saped taxation because their business 
did not exceed $5000 per annum, will ma- 
terially assist in swelling the returns re- 
ceived from corporations. 

Each day brings the internal revenu2 
office amotints of mail inquiring for 
information about the new law and 
soliciting the blanks upon which to 
make returns. The clerks of the office 
are also kept busy answering telephone 
calls of inquiry, indicating, the collector 
believes, that there is a disposition on 
the part of those who come within the 
law to inform themselves of what is re- 
quired of them and to make returns 
within the time proscribed by law.

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ORGANIZE FOR VICTORY. 

The Business Men’s League took the first step 
towards a winning popular campaign for bridge 
completion by creating a strong Citizens’ Com- 
mittee to organize forces and direct the work. 
The committee is fairly representative, but may 
be improved fn this direction. The more com- 
pletely it represents every section of the city 
and every walk and condition of men the bet- 
ter qualified it’ will be to unify the people, 
crystallize public opinion and assure victory in 
the Municipal Assembly and at the polls. 

There is immediate work for this committee 
to do. Its first duty is to organize for victory. 
It should have subsidiary organizations in every 
ward and precinct in the city. There should 


active men in every precinct of the wards. 

Probably the most effective form of organiza- 
tion would consist of an Executive Committee 
in each ward with a general Ward Committee 
composed of representatives for each’ precinct, 
who in turn would organize a Precinct Com- 
mittee. There should be at least one active man 
in each precinct to do the practical work of 
organization in support of the Ward Committee 
and the general Citizens’ Committee.

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ABATE THE SMOEH. 

The Post-Dispatch willingly published the state- 
ment from Smoke Abatement Commissioner Hoff- 
man showing that he and his inspectors have been 
active during the past months. Unfortunately, 
there can be much activity with little result. The 
Snioke Inspector himself shows that a majority 
of the violators of the anti-smoke law are per- 
mitted to go unfined, and the people continue to 
complain of the smoke nuisance. The signed let- 
ter, in another column, is a sample of these com- 
plaints. 

The attempt of certain bakeries to evade the 
law by emitting dense smoke only at night can 
be thwarted .Bby inspection on clear, moonlight 
nights, when @ column of dense smoke can be 
seen. Nothing in the Smoke Abatement law de- 
mands that evidence shall be by photograph. 
However, expert photographers can photograph 
smoke ascending on moonlight nights. The courts 
should impose the maximum fine of $100 on own- 
ers of the plants who attempt to defy the Smoke 
Inspectors by violating the law under cover of 
darkness. 

There are over 3000 factories in St. Louis, be- 
sides the scores of hotels, apartment houses, 
churches and other buildings using a great deal 
of coal. A dozen or so prosecutions a month, the 
convicted persons punished only by the payment 
of costs, means that it will be years before St. 
Louis’ smoke cloud is appreciably diminished. 
The proof of effective activity will be the abate- 
ment of the smoke. On that alone the Abatement 
Commissioner’s office will be judged. 
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That Cleveland tax collector who is trying to 
make John D. pay on $300,000,000 of personal prop- 
erty had better watch his own wad when he meets 
the oil king. John D. is a grand old collector him- 
self. 
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PUBLICITY FOR RAILROAD GORRUPTION. 

The Norris resolution, providing for an investi- 
gation of the New Haven Railroad scandal by a 
committee of the United States Senate, should be 
amended to incluue the Frisco scandal. 

Both of these scandals have been investigatod 
by the Interstate Commerce Gommission, but the 
inquirers only sezatched the surface. They mere'y 
proved that in both roads there were outrageous 
conspiracies and deals to loot the properties. The 
details were not brought to light nor were the 
parts played in the deals by the men participating 
in them, some of whom were officers of the roads, 
made clear. 

The Frisco scandal has a better chance of thor- 
ough probing and publicity, because of the resti- 
tution suit, but this might fail and the country 
iz entitled to full information of the manner in 
which these railroads were wrecked. It is en- 
titled to know who wrecked the roads and whet 
was the extent of the plunder. 

This publicity is necessary in order to know 
what steps should be taken to protect the rall- 
roads, the railroad investors and the public in 
future. It will aid in obtaining effectual regula-
